A NEW BRUNSWICKER WHO 
FAVORS ANNEXATION TO 
THE UNITED STATES. 



A public meeting was held rocoutly 
at Nowcnstlo, N.B., at whicli resolu- 
tions .were presunted favoring tho au- 
nexatioa of Canada to the United 
Stated''- The individual who had the 
temerity to offer tho . resolutions wns 
denounced as a "traitor," and a vote of 
censure was very properly passed on 
him. Mr. Scofield, the annexationist, 
is a pi-ominent New Brunswiuker, and, 
in support of his ridiculous position, ho 
said ; 

"Our Finance jNIinistor now inforni.s 
us that our obligation.s, to the amount 
of §40,0-11,2 L I, "will mature, and must 
be provided for at dillerent periods 
within the ensuing sit years, and when 
he goes on a borrowing mission for this 
and the sums required for tlie public 
works under way (which he will soon 
be required to do), what answer can be 
given the London money-lenders when 
asked for a statement of liabilities and 
assets? SVill he tell them that our 
imports exceeded our exports .^!220,- 
000,000 in the last six years, and that 
wo have nothing whatever to show for 
it? Will ho tell them that wo are in- 
debted to British ciipitalists 5!l lO,000,- 
000, and all wo have to show for it is 
the Intercolonial Railway, which falls 
short a half a million of dollars a year 
to pay its working (sxpenses, and a few 
other worthless railways for loL'al 
traffic in the eastern Provinces, which 
do not average the cost of running 
them/ Will he tell them thatweliavo 
tho most umgnilicent canals to be found 
in the world, and that, notwithstand- 
ing they were never used to a tenth of 
their capacity, we are now in the 
market borrowing §30,000,000 to en- 
largo them for the solo advantage of 
the Western States of the Amei'ican 
Union, and that at a certain loss to 
Canada of over 82,000,000 a year. 
Will he tell them that we have 
aU'eady expanded some §20,000,- 
000 of their money in building 
a railwav — which is to cost 
§150,000,000, and which for gencni- 
tions will not pay running expenses — 
to secure the trathc of some 15,000 set- 
tlers on the Paci6c Coast and assist in 
colonizing the northwest territory for 
the TTnitcd States. Will he tell them 
that we Bupjjort a Dominion govern- 
ment with a vice-regal court and seven 
provincial legislatures to manage the 
affairs of a population equal in nural)er 
to that of the city of London? Will 
he tell them, in the language of a re- 
■ cent correspondent of the Witness of 
this city, that "we have reached the 
situation when bankruptcy is doing its 
frightful work all over the land ; when 
values of all d(\scriptions have fallen 
50 to 75 per cent. ; when millions of 
tho people's money have been swept 
out of existence, and no prospect of 
better times is in sightT' Will ho tell 
them this is the true state of our af- 
fairs? If not, he will be deceiving 
them in such a way as an^ indiviilual 
would bo liable to a criminal prosecu- 
tion for obtaining credit under false 
pretences." 

INCREASED RATE OF INTER- 
EST. 

Advices from San Francisco .s.ay that 
since the adoption of the new consti- 
tution the savings banks have loaned 
next to noiiung. I'or iLio iinu *i,of 
has been loaned an increased rate of 
interest has been required. A real 
estate publication of that city says : 

"The business of the savings banks 
has been greatly restricted during the 
past three months by the election and 
the clause for taxation of mortgages 
inserted in tho new constitution. The 
banks were in a quandary for some 
time, but tlicy finally settled upon tho 
policy of charging and 10 per cent., 
which price for money covers their full 
interest rates and the mortgage tax in 
addition. The object aimed at by the 
new constitution, to tax the lender, 
will, of course, therefore fail. Tho law 
fixes heavy penalties upon the lender 
if he inserts a clause for the collection 
of the mortgage ta.K from the borrow- 
er, but that clause is easily got round, 
by adding the mortgage tax to tho in- 
terest and calling the whole tho market 
rate of interest. The borrower will get 
the amount of tho mortgage u])on his 
property deductetl from his real estate 
assessment, so that the mortgage ta.x 
would really cost him nothing oxti-a, 
but that the banks and lenders gener 
ally will add more than the amount of 
the mortgage tax to the rate of inter- 
est, first, because they can not gener- 
ally tell in advance what the tax 
rate will be, and second, since 
the payment of the mortgage 
tax has been forced upon them, 
they will take good care to charge 
something for the trouble of collecting 
and paying it. An additional charge 
upon borrowers, with very nmcli con- 
fusion and trouble, will, therefore, be 
the only product of mortgage tax. The 
lender never has paid, and never can 
b(j made to pay it. This is the univer- 
sal experience of the world, but our 
groundlings were not content with 
that experience. A ta.K upon mort- 
gages they were determined to have ; 
they hive j.o:, it, and wo should like to 
know how it is going to have tho pro- 
mised effect of making capital pay 
more taxes? We wish it could be 
made to have that effect, but it can 
not." 



THE CANADIAN GOVERNKENT 
■AND THE DRYDOCK. 



Our esteemed . cotemporary and co- 
laborer in the journalistic vineyard 
is possessed of an exuberant mind which 
causes him frequently (unwittingly, we 
hope) to misquote sentences from this 
journal. It is not with an intention of 



combatting his arguments (he has oher- 
od none), or disputing his facts (he lm.s 
presented none), that wo refer to him 
this morning. It is merely to c.omploto 
a quotation -which he has made— or 
only half-made: He says, in his issue 
yesterday, that we have advised the 
"Dominion Government not to pay over 
to this Government tho sum of .$250,- 
000 promised as a subsiby for drydock 
purposes. That is true, so far as it 
goes; but h? forgets (1) to add that in- 
stead of the subsidy, which is only 
worth §250,000, wo have asked the 
Canadian Government to f/ive. the I'l-ov- 
ince a dock wliich would be worth at 
least §500,000. We have a.sked the 
Canadians to take out of tho hands of 
a Government, where Incompetency 
reigns supreme, a work which, "judged 
bv thoir record," they have been shown 
to be unable to carry out. If there 
bo treason in this request M'e hope the 
Government will make the most of it ; 
but it occurs to us that it is intensely 
loyal, besides beijjg eminently practical. 



Iho SidoJralks. 



Editou Colon'Ist: — The Council are 
doing good work in mending the city's 
vHjj'.s: but there are several walks that 
roquSfe to bo entirely reconstructed. 
One of the worst sidewalks in tho 
Municipality is that which extends 
from Bunster's brewery, on Johnson 
street, to Blanchard stroot. Another 
extends from near the corner of Pan- 
dora avenue and Douglas street to 
Blanchard — both sides of the avenue. 
A third is opposite the City Hall on 
Pandora avenue ; and a fourth runs 
from Alhambra Hall on Yates street 
to tho corner of Douglas street. This 
last-mentioned sidewalk ro(|uires to bo 
brought down to the grade as well as a 
thorougii overhauling. I hope the en- 
ergetic Street Committee will see that 
the nece.ssary work is done.

While tho Cabinet Council was .sit- 
ting in Downing street, on tho .30th 
ult., a crowd, headed by a band of 
music, entered the street and demand- 
ing to present a petition for the release 
of tho claimant. The sentry on duty 
in Downing street refused to permit 
the crowd to advance further than 
half-way down. 

The Liverpool Courier of tiie 1st 
inst. announces the arrival of Sir Leo- 
nard Tilley and Lieut.-Col. Blanchot, 
who is in command of the Wirablodon 
team.

On tho occasion of an afternoon call 
paid to the Saltan by Lady L.ayard, 
after di.scu.ssing the non-committal sub- 
ject of tho weather, the conversation 
turned to horses, and ho remarked that 
he wished to try two carriage horses 
just received from France, and asked 
his visitor if she would like to accom- 
pany him. Assent was given, and in 
a few minutes a light basket carriage, 
drawn by two dashing bay.s, stopped in 
front of the palace. The Sultan gave 
Lady Layard his arm, opened her para- 
sol himself, and assisted her down the 
steps, shading her the while. Not 
only this, but during the entire course 
of a half hour's ride through the palace 
grounds, notwithstanding her instan('es 
and assertions that His Majesty would 
fatigue himself, he stoutly held tho 
parasol over her head while she han- 
dled the ribbons — an act of courtesy to 
a woman, and a Christian at that, un 
precedented in the annals of the Otto- 
man Empire. This shady proceeding 
of the Sultan excited some comment, 
and soun. coy fViat Lady Layard took 
umbrage at it, but that is not proved. 
However, the fact remains that her 
husband is, as a countryman of his put 
it, "awfully thick with the Sultan." 

The Illmtrated London New.^ un- 
nounces the death of Mi.ss Frances 
Ridley llavergal, of Worcestershire, 
England, at tho age of 41, in Swansea, 
Wales. iVIiss Havergal was one of the 
Church of England's most dearly-be- 
loved, pious and symjiathizing daugh- 
ters, and was known by her amny val- 
uable contributions to church music 
and to poetry, as well as by her many 
tender acts of benevolence towartis the 
sick and friendless nearer home. 

A minister in Cleveland said in his 
anniversary sermon to his flock,- -" In 
respect of labor I might have donc^ 
more for you perhajis, and those out- 
side, certainly, if I had been content to 
Imrn the candle at both ends. But 1 
never considered suicide a Christian 
grace, and the Lord helping me I never 
mean to kill my.self before my tinjo by 
work beyond my conscious strungth." 

The late Albert Crawshay, ofWales, 
enormous aa was his wealth, conunand- 
ed for himself tiio .simplest funeral. 
There was not even a hearse, his plain 
oaken coiHn being borne to the church- 
yard in one of his own vehicles over 
the flowers with which the peasants 
strewed the road. Instead of giving 
most of his fortune to his eldest son, lie 
has, after providing for his daughters, 
divided it equally among his three sons. 
His wife's portion he many years ago 
settled upon her, tha-; she might enjoy 
it quite freely while young enough to 
do so.

111 New York city real estate is 
looking up, as the recent sale of the 
Douglas pro))erty on Fifth and ^Nladi- 
scn A venues, o]ii)osito the (Jeutrul Park, 
shows. This property, consisting of 
thirty-four lots, was ollered two years 
ago at auction for something less than 
§400,000. It has just been sold for 
something less than §600,000 by 
■Messrs. R. G. Dun k Co., of tho ]\Ior- 
cantilo Agency, who owned it, and 
■who make a clear profit of nearly 
§200,000 by the operation, receiving 
in a single cash payment §.300,000. 

One marked result of the hard times, 
now so nearly passed away, is the ro- 
claiming of the sea islands on the 
South Carolina coast.

Seattle, W.T., July 29.- Pugot Souiul- 
or3 are glad tu kn-jw that Captain Morso 
will not Icavo this route for the present. 
Ho will como up as captain uf the Ala.?ka. 
Janie.s Fo.x, for some time chief engineer 
of the atoaiuor California, has bought out 
Williamson of the North Pacific Iron 
Works, put up new uiacliinory and com- 
pletely renovated the old place, lie is 
now prepared to take all and any kind of 
jobs that conio along. Tlieru is (juitc a 
competition for the oflicu uf chief of 
police which will bo decided on the lOtli 
Augufit. The charge of kidnapping against 
Foater will come up on Tuesday. The 
painters commenced to-day on the hull of 
the new steamer building for Captain L. 
M.Starr. Grant, who was for some time 
mate of the North Pacific, ia now captain 
of the Alida. The weather for the past 
few days has been very warm here — ther- 
mo'meter ranging from 100° to 118° in the 
aun. Things are veiy quiet just at pro- 
sent. The coal miners are still on a 
strike and tho sawmill is shut down. 
Salmon have just commenced to run. 
Setson & Post will enlarge their door 
and sash factory. They are driving piles 
iri-the bay for an extension of 70 by 00 
feo't. 

The Esqdi.valt graving dock is getting 
tho Walkem Government info no end of 
trouble in British Columbia. Delay in so- 
curing tho constrtiction of tiio dock was 
one of tho principal and most effective 
charges brought against the Elliott Ad- 
ministration and now with his friends 
in power at dttawa, Mr. Walkem ia show- 
ing himself to be even more helpless than 
his predecessor, it is not surprising that 
an outcry has been raised against hini. 
Already the sum of $203,000 has been 
expended on preliniinuries, including a 
cofferdam, and as yet not a utop has boon 
tftken in the construction of the dry dock 
, itself* At tbe same rate of cost, accord- 
ing to Tlie ColonUl, the d( ck will cost 
from a million and a half to two millions 
of dollars — a sum large enough to l)ank- 
rupt tho Province. Towards this amount 
there is nothing but the guarantee of the 
Dominion Government, amounting to 
^50,000, and there appears to bo doubt 
in Victoria as to whether this is a bonus 
or a IptVUi An effort was made by the 
$3|Uott Government to induce tho Im- 
perial Government to take tho dock off 
their hi^nds, but nothing came of tho move- 
^en\, pn account of tho change of Min- 
\B\ry. The Walkem Government have 
made no advance even in this direction ; 
and, to make matters worse, the workmen 
who hi\v^; been employed at the oollbrdam 
have for aome reason been loft unpaid by 
the Commissioner of ^Vorka, and are in a 
state of distress. — Toyunlo (Uohi:.

American v. Snsllsli Oalioo. 



In a private letter received in Man- 
chester from Yale in British Columbia 
tho writer says: "Having for a number 
of years noticed the gradual but sure 
di.sappearance from tho shelves of all 
our traders of all kinds of English cot- 
ton goods, I have never missed an op- 
portunity of trying to find out the rea- 
.son why, and the answer has boon 
without exception always the same, 
viz., the decided inferiority of the Eng- 
lish to the American. About (ifleen 
months ago I was in tho store of a re- 
spectable and also wealthy Eiiglislnnan, 
when tho subject of the depression in 
English cotton trade was introduced, 
and I, being the only Manchester man 
present, was badgered to give tho rea- 
son. Whilst everybody was having their 
say, ail Indian entered the .store and 
asked for some good strong calico to 
make a tent with. The proprietor 
handed him a piece of heavy English 
grey calico. Mr. Indian cxaminad it, 
and then pushed it away from him con- 
temptuously, saying at the same time 
he did not want 'that' The storekeep- 
er pressed him to take it, saying when 
he did so, 'it was very strong.' Mr. 
Indian looked at him as though he 
pitted his ignorance, and told him rath- 
er angrily that what he wanted was 
some good strong cotton cloth to make 
a house with, and tho stufi ho was of- 
fering him was only (it to feed hogs 
with, and if he wanted to buy hog 
feed ho could buy wheat and barley, 
which would bo a good deal cheaper 
feed than that calico. He was then 
shown a piece of American cloth same 
price. He examined it, ordered 20 
sticks (yards), paid for them, and as he 
left the store he told the storekeeper 
the next tinio he came not to try and 
swindle him of his money by selling 
him 'hog feed' instead of cloth. I then 
told the gossips present that I thought 
that dirty, unwashed savage had given 
the true reason of a great deal of the 
depression in tho English cotton trade; 
at least, that such was my opinion. 
'J'hn storekeeper coincided with me, and 
said he could take a few yards of Eng- 
lish grey calico and wash it in a buck- 
et, and tho re.sidue left in tho water 
would make a fair breakfast for 
a decent-sized hog ; and continuing, 
he said that lui i:oul(l not .sell it to the 
most uncivilised Indian tliat ever wore 
n blanket. 'American calico is made 
of cotton, but English neither ho nor 
any one else knew what it was made 
of, and it was no surprise to him that 
the textile iiidusti-y of Groat Britain 
was sujlering from depression of trade.' 

This used to be exclusively 
an English market for all kinds of 
clothing, eta, and now the English 
goods used here form a very small jjro- 
portioii of them. Again, a few days 
ago I was visiting a town about tweii- 
tv-nix miles from here, and whilst mak- 
ing some purchases, for curiosity 1 ask- 
ed for sonic English grey calico. 'Don't 
keep any what you call English calico. 
You English fellows ought to call it by 
some other name. Would not compo- 
sition cloth be a more suitable name 
for it, as I am sure cotton forms a very 
small |>art of the material of which it 
is made ?' I then asked the storekeeper 
if ho had any good English prints, fast 
colors. Hi.s answer -was that he iiad 
none, either fast or loose colors, and he 
did not want any ; the American prints 
were a bettor article, and in all cases 
their colors and patterns were better 
adapted to the market. This gentle- 
man is also an Englishman, with strong 
English predilections, and it is a sore 
place with him to have to admit that 
our American cousins can bf>at us in 
.anything ; and I don't think he would 
have made the admission but that he 
knew I was as stubborn a John Bull 
as himself. For my own part, I do 
not agree with the last gentleman that 
our prints aro inferior in quality. I 
believe that it is a great deal duo to 
tbo patterns .of the American prints 
that they supplant us in this article, as 
the patterns are I'vely, and, of course, 
take the eye of the natives, and they 
aro always very neatlj- folded and fin- 
ished, and a very handsDme label with 
the brand of the maker, and alsb hia 
name or the name of the company or 
corpomtion. Some of the bleached 
cloths also state on their tickets ' war- 
ranted without starch.' In this respect 
they differ from ourselves very much, 
as we soldoin or never brand, while 
they seldom or ever omit branding — 
that is, so far as I myself have seen."
